CONSTITUTIONAL. | 


Proposed Amendments Sub- 
mitted to the Legislature.

(THIRD OF SERIES OF REVIEWS.) 

The most important constitutional 
question before the forty-third ses- 
sion of the California Legislature is 
the pro&Xosal for a constitutional con- 
vention to frame a new State Con- 
stitution. It has been freely admit- 
ted for some time that California's 
Constitution is a good example of 
what a State Constitution should not 
be, and the movement for a new vol- 
ume of organic law is without any 
serious opposition. It should at least 
eliminate the necessity of submit- 
ting twenty or thirty constitutional 


-| amendments to the people every two 


years, as is the case now. 
The amendment offered submits 


the question of calling a constitu- 
tional convention to the people at 
the next general election. A two- 
thirds vote of beth the Assembly and 
Senate is required for its e in 
the Legislature. If a majority of the 
people favor it, the Legislature in 
1921 would issue a call for the con- 
vention and provide for the election 
and qualifications of 163 delegates 
thereto, one from each Assembly 
district, one from each county and 
twenty-five from the State at large. 
Within nine months after their elec- 
tion, the delegates would meet for 
the purpose of adopting a new Con- 
stitution which would be submitted 
to the people for their adoption or 
rejection before it became effective. 

The abolition of the bifurcated 
legislative seasion, adopted in 1911, 
which divides the session in two 
parts with an intervening recess of 
thirty days, and a return to the 
straight, uninterrupted session, is 
adv ted in a number of proposed 
constitutional amendments offered. 
The bifurcated session has not ac 
complished the purposes for which 
it was adopted and sentiment is 
unanimous in favor of rejecting it 
One amendment would limit the du- 
ration of the session to ninety days: 
at present there ig no limit; while 
another would prohibit the introduc- 
tion of bills after the first forty days 
of the session. 


An tmportant amepdment pro- 
posed to the initiative provisions of 
the Constitution which seems certain 
of passage is one increasing the 
percentage of names required for 
eubmitting initiative measures relat- 
ing to the assessment and collec- 
tion of taxes to the people. The 
ease with which faddists and radi- 
cals have secured petitions for sub- 
mitting the “single-tax” theory de- 
spite its repeated defeats at the polis 
by overwhelming majorities, has 
pointed out one of the weaknesses 
of the Initiative power. The amend- 
ment offered would increase the per- 
centage of signatures to such an 
initiative from 5 to 25 per cent. of 
the total votes cast for Governor 
at the preceding general ‘election. 
That citizens who do not vote at 
general State electiong should be U- 
able to an assessment or tax of $4 
to be paid into the State school 
fund, is advocated in another amend- 
ment proposed. Under its provisions, 
every voter upon voting at genera! 
elections would receive a certificate, 
and those who did not vote would 
have to pay a tax of $4. 

That no amendment to the United 
States Constitution should be rat 
fied without first securing an ad- 
visory vote of the people expressed 
at a general election, is another 
proposal to be brought up during 
the present session. At present, the 
Legislature is supreme 80 far as the 
ratification of amendments to the 
Federal Constitution and their ac- 
tion ig not subject to a referendum 


vote of the people. it was for this 


reason that the people of the State 
were given no opportunity of ex- 
pressing themselves upon the ques- 
tion of national prohibition and it 
is proposed that this should never 
happen again. 

A return of the poll tax, abolished 
by the people in 1914, is urged in 
another amendment. Another pro- 
posal is made to levy a poll tax of 
$4 on every alien resident in 
the State. 

A constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for the holding of boxing and 
sparring exhibitions, not exceeding 
ten rounds, under the supervision of 
an athletic commission of three 
members. has been submitted. It 
would give complete power to the 
commission to issue and revoke li- 
censes for such exhibitions, and 
provides for a tax of 10 per cent. 
upon the groes receipts of all such 
exhibitions to be paid to the State. 
The — restrictions against prize 
fighting were adopted by the people 
by an initiative measure in 1915. 

The establishment of a system of 
universal military trainin in the 
United States in place of the Regu- 
lar Army and State National Guard. 
“In keeping with the democratic 
idea of this country, and with a view 
of perpetuating the sptrit of democ- 
racy now pravalent among the peo- 
ple, as well as to afford adequate 
military protection, domestic and 
foreign, at all times to the States 
and nation,” is the text of a joint 
resolution memorializing 
which has been introd 


The future possibility of a bridge 
spanning Golden Gate in San Fran- 
cisco Bay is shown in a resolution 
memorializing Congress to cause a 
preliminary survey and report to be 
made with a view of determining its 
feasibility, and also to furnish an es- 
timate of its cost. 

The erection of a bridge across San 
Francisco Bay from San Francieco 
to Oakland, is advocated in a Dill 
introduced eos = for the ap- 
pointment o a “Transbay Survey 
Board” to make preliminary sur- 
veys and estimates of the engineer- 
ing problems involved and make rec- 
ommendations to the next Legisla- 
ture for carrying out the proposed 
project. 

Declaring it to be destrable for the 
proper development of California, 
the Legislature unanimously sup- 
ported a resolution encouraging the 
of Lever California, 
which question is now before Con- 
gress. 

Everyone who served in the Ger- 
man army or navy during the world 
war would be barred from ever en- 
tering the United States if Congress 
passes a Federal statute urged in @ 
joint resolution before the Legisia- 
ture. Another resolution suggests 
that the United States government 
confiscate all the property of — 
Germans, sell it at public auction, 
deduct the expenses of a ticket and. 
passport to Berlin and pay the bal- 
ance to the owner.

products.

Experts will Seek to Find if 
Death was Natural. 


The legal machinery by which the 
relatives seek to start an inquiry 
into the circumstances surrounding 
the death last summer of Mrs. Al- 
pha Hughes Carson was officially 
set in motion yesterday when the 
woman's body was taken out of the 
family vault in the Inglewood Ceme- 
tery and an autopsy performed by 
County Autopsy Surgeon Wagner.

The autopsy and chemical exam- 
inations are the firet steps in wha 
promises to develop into a bitter 
legal contest, with an estate valued 
at more than $140,000 at stake, it 
was stated yesterday by W. J. Ford, 
attorney for the relatives of Mrs. 
Carson, whose demand for a thorough 
investigation brought the case to the 
attention of the authorities. The 
legal battle to follow the post-mor- 
tem investigations will be for the 
purpose of trying to break the will 
in which the husband was left the 
bulk of the estate. 

MATRIMONIAL CAREER. 

The civil suits, it was intimated by 
Attorney Ford, will be featured by 
an attempt to introduce testimony 
bearing upon the matrimonial career 
of Mr. Carson prior to his marriage 
to Mrs. Carson, at that time Mrs. 
Hughes, widow of Thomas E. 
Hughes, capitalist and Los Angeles 
resident for thirty-five years, who 
died in 1916.

According to Mr. Ford, Carson 
married Elizabeth B. Carson in San 
Francisco on December 28, 1906, 
and was divorced by her on the 
ground of cruelty on July 8, 1908. 
His occupation then was given as a 
shoe clerk. The first marriage was 
followed by the one to Rose Brookins 
in Seattle on January 7, 1910, and 
by a divorce obtained by Mrs. Car- 
son, the second, on the grounds of 
desertion and willful neglect on 
March 6, 1917. 

Mr. Carson, Attorney Ford pointed 
out, married Mrs. Hughes on July 
19, 1917, and ner will, naming him 
as the principal beneficiary, was 
dated on August 29 of the same 
year. She died in Sierra Madre vn 
July 18, 1918, one day short of a 
year after the marriage. All but 
one of the brothers and sisters were 
left $100 each. W. H. McIimoil wis 
left $500. Nephews, great nephe'vs 
and nieces were left an aggregate of 
$25,008. The rest went to Mr. Car- 
son.
